H AVING infpe£ted all the Public Statutes of the Realm, 
fo far as they were enabled by the Tranfcripts which 
appear to have been printed from the original Statute Rolls and 
Rolls of Parliament, and by this Infpeftion having been led into 
fome general Confiderations upon the Statute Law, Your Com- 
mittee conceive it may be not unprofitable to date them to 
the Houle, as preliminary to the particular Confideration of the 
Temporary Laws, upon which they are ordered to report more 
elpecially.

With regard to the Parliamentary Forms of enacting Laws, thus much feems 
to be agreed j that where the Proceeding confilted only of Petition from Parliament, 
and Anfwer from the King, thefe were entered on the Parliament Rolls; 
and if the Matter was of a public Nature, the Whole was then ufually (Hied an 
Ordinance : If, however, the Petition and Anfwer were not only of a public, but a 
novel Nature, they were then formed into an Act by the King, with the Aid of his 
Council and Judges, and entered on the Statute Roll.

§ 2 . 

A GENERAL REVISION OF THE STATUTE L. 4 W appears to 
have been often recommended from the Throne j to have been pe- 
titioned for by both Hollies of Parliament j to have engaged the 
Labours of fuccefiive Committees, and to have been undertaken 
by Individuals under the Sanction of Royal and Parliamentary 
Authority; but never to have been carried forward to any Degree 
of Maturity. In Queen Elizabet it’s Reign, Lord Keeper 
Bacon drew up a Plan for reducing, ordering, and printing the 
Statutes of the Realm; tills was in 1577 ; and the Queen after- 
wards recommended to Parliament a general Revilion of the Sta- 
tute Law in 1593 -j-. King James the First, upon his Ac- 
ceffion to the Throne of England, and in fubfequent Periods of 
his Reign, recommended alfo to Parliament a Reform of all the 
Statute Law, and of the Penal' Laws in particular^; and a Com- 
mittee of the Houle of Commons was appointed in 1597, to con- 
lidcr of a Bill for the abridging and reforming the cxcellive 
Number of iuperfluous and burthen fome Penal Laws ||. In the 
Year 1610, a digetling and repealing of the Penal Law was

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« thereof*.” In 1652 Matthew Hale, Efquire (afterwards 
Lord Chief Juftice Hale) Sir Anthony Ashley Cowper 
(afterwards Lord Chancellor Shaftesbury) and Rushwortii, 
the Hiftorian, with other Pcrfons out of the Houle, were ap- 
pointed to report to the Committee their Opinions upon the In- 
-conveniencies of the Law ; and a reviled Syftem of rhe Law was 
reported to the Houfe in the Conrfe of the lame Year -k The 
fame Labour was afterwards transferred to other Hands; but 
the Work was not abandoned; and in 1653 a Committee was 
appointed to confider of a new Model or Body of the Law J. 

After the Restoration, Finch, Solicitor General (after- 
wards Earl of Nottingham and Lord Chancellor) Serjeant May- 
nard, Sir Robert Atkins, Mr. Prynne, and others, were ap- 
pointed, in 1666, to be a Committee, “ to confer with fuch of the 
“ Lords, the Judges, and other Perfons of the Long Robe, who 
“ have already taken Pains and made Progrefs in perilling the 
“ Statute Laws ; and to confider of repealing fuch former Statute 
“ Laws as they fhall find neceflary to be repealed ; and of Expe- 
“ dients of reducing all Statute Laws of One Nature under fuch a 
“ Method and Head as may conduce to the more ready under- 
“ Handing and better Execution of fuch Laws This l'eems to 
be the laft recorded Inftance of the Sort. And thus it is that 
Parliament has hitherto failed to accomplifli this general Revifion, 
and has now fullered it to lleep for more than a Century, although 
the Delay of it has annually augmented its Neceliity. The At- 
tention of modern Times has perhaps been the lefs directed to 
this National Work, as upon this Subjedt our general Hifiories, 
with too great an Inattention to Matters of legiflative or juridical 
Importance, are wholly filent.

Volumes Folio, by Order of the King, upon the Addrefs of 
both Houfes of Parliament, and to which an Index and Gloflary 
remain to be added) completing them all'o from the Statute 
Rolls at the Tower, the Chapter Iloufe, and the Parliament 
Office; fo far as thefe Two diflinft Sets of Records continue to 
run in a parallel Series. From thence the Statute Rolls in 
the Parliament Office are the only Records which are ftrictly origi- 
nal, and they fhould be tranferibed or collated throughout. This 
Portion of the Work would, however, be the lefs difficult, the 
public Ads having already been printed from the Statute Roll, 
by the King’s Printer, in modern Times, and a regular Series of 
them, from i Will. III. being prclerved in the Cuilody of Your 
Officers. 

With fuch a complete Publication of the Statute Law, when 
provided, the Plan for a Revision might not be difficult to 
devife, however laborious in its Execution. Adopting the Idea 
of the Commiffioners employed .in the Reign of James the Firlt*, 
but executing it more comprelienfively, an Examination might 
be inftituted, and a Report -made of all the Lawsj enume- 
rating them chronologically, and noting againft each individually; 
either, i. An exifting perpetual Law; and whether fit to Hand, 
or to be repealed fimplidter, or to be repealed and replaced by

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i new Law : Or, 2. An exilting, but expiring Law, and whether 
.fit to expire, or to be continued, or to be made perpetual : Or, 3. 
Repealed, and whether fit to he re-ena£ted: Or, 4. Expired, 
and whether fit to be revived. 

The Detail of l'uch a Work might be diftributed, as Lord 
Keeper Bacon propoled to Queen Elizabeth *, byDivifions be- 
tween different Sets of Perlbns ; whofe Labours might proceed 
concurrently, and be afterwards lubmitted to the Judgment of a 
fuperior Commiffion, as Lord Chancellor Bacon propoled to 
James the Firft, to be appointed for the Purpol'e of preparing a 
digested Result of the whole Matter for Parliamentary 
Confideration. 

In the re-compiling of pad Laws, or 'the Ena&ment of future 
Laws, it becomes indifpenfibly necefiarv to introduce a metho- 
dical Order of DiiTribution, and a Precifion and Conti ends of 
Style, to which it would be often of lingular Utility to add the 
prefcribed Forms of proceeding byWay of Schedule; (iuch, for 
Inftance, as are luhjoined to the general Highway Aits, 
13 Geo. III. c. 78, 84. and the Adt for re-building Parfon- 
ages, 17 Geo. Ill c. 53) : Wherever lummary Jurifdidlion is 
given to inferior Magi Urates, in the Difcharge of their multifa- 
rious and difficult Duties, it is equally expedient to provide thefe 
Means of facilitating the Execution of the Laws, for the Eafc 
of the Magifirate, and in many Cafes alfo for' the Benefit of the 
Public Revenue, and in all Inftances, for the Safety or Conveni- 
ence of Individuals.

Although fuch has hitherto been the fruitlefs Labour of 
former Ages in attempting a general Revifion of the Statutes, 
it neverthelefs appears to Your Committee, that Partial

Amendments 
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.Amendments have taken place from Time to Time, and de- 
lultory Expedients have been applied, with different Degrees of 
Efficacy, at different Periods. Consolidation, or Repeal, 
have been principally applied to the Improvement of our per- 
petual Laws ; and the fame defultory and occafional Mealures 
have been fometimes applied to our temporary Statutes, which 
have alfo, from the Peculiarity of their Duration, attracted the 
more frequent Attention of Parliament to their Revival or 
Continuance. 

Some of the moll: diftingui filed .and meritorious Labours of 
Parliament in the Consolidation of Statutes, are to be l'een 
in the general Act for the Regulation of Artificers, 5 Eliz. c. 4 ; 
the general Adt for Regulation of the Navy, 22 Geo. II. c. 33 ; 
the general Gunpowder Adt, is Geo. III. c. 61 ; the general 
Highway Adts, 13 Geo. III. c. 74, 84; the general Militia Adt, 
.26 Geo. III. c. 107. die general Cuftom Houle Adt, for Duties 
and Drawbacks j the general Adt for Sheep and Wool, 
28 Geo. III. c. 28 j the general Corn Adt, 31 Geo. III. c. 30 ; 
and the general Adt for Seamen’s Wages, 32 Geo. HI. c. 28. 
&c. £cc. The Declaration contained in the Preamble to Slat. 
•5 Eliz. c. 4. may ferve as the belt Notice of the Utility of C011- 
lblidation ; and as a Handing Document for promoting the future 
Profecution of fimilar Labours. As an Auxiliary to this Plan 
of Conlblidation, or even as an intermediate Subllitute for it, the 
Parliamentary Abfiradt of the Law, refpectiag Seamen’s Wages, 
inferted firlt in the Stat. 31 Geo. II. c. 10. and lince repeated, 
with Improvements, in the Stat. 32 Geo. III. c. 67. may ferve as 
a Model for the Inflrudtion of the lower dalles of Men in their 
refpedtive municipal Rights and Duties. 

With regard to the Repeal, Revival, and Continuance 
of Statutes, it appears to Your Committee, that this Procefs has 
been entrufted to the exprels Care of a Committee, fpecially 
named for this Purpofe, at leaf! as far back as the Reign of 
James the Firft, and that their Attention was formerly diredted 
•alfo, to the Conhderation of Sleeping Bills, and of Bills brought 

into 
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into Parliament in former Seflions, and not palled ; the Houfe re- 
quiring the Opinion of thefe Committees, upon the Neceflity or 
Utility of renewing them The Efi'edts of this Vigilance are 
evident, when we obferve, that in the Reign of Elizabeth, Nine 
general Statutes of Repeal and Continuance were enabled ; that 
Stat. 39 Eiiz. c. iS. difpofes of no lefs than Fifty-three dif- 
ferent Adts of Parliament; that by i Jac. I. c. 25. Fifteen are 
•repealed, and Forty-five revived or continued; and that by 2t 
Jac. I. c. 28. there were no lefs than Sixty-four revived or con- 
tinued, and Seventy-one repealed. 

According to modern Ufage, it is only from this Committee, 
Annually appointed to enquire what Laws are immediately fit to 
be revived or continued, that any regular Correiftion or Im- 
provement whatever is bellowed upon’ the Statute Law of Great 
Britain. 

But the limited Province of that Committee, or perhaps the 
■Limitation rather, with which its Powers have been exereifed 
fince the Reftoraticn, has prevented its producing the fame be- 
neficial Confequences as in earlier Ages. Add to this, that the 
Multiplicity and Irregularity with which, in modern Tiir.es, 
our temporary Laws have been made or continued, has greatly 
enhanced the Difficulty. In lbme In fiances, we may find a 
temporary Law enacted, by the Infertion of a Claufe in the 
Body of a perpetual Adt; viz. 27 Geo. III. c. 13. § 22. and in other 
Laws, which are wholly temporary, there is no fettled Form or 
certain Place affigned to the operative Words, which denote its 
Continuance. We find its Duration fometimes exprclfed in the 
Preamble ; as in the Acts provided for the Continuance of 
any particular War; fometimes in the Firft Sedlion, fome- 
times in the Middle of the Adt ; 4 Geo. III. c. 27. § 4. 
6 Geo. III. c. 28. § it. but generally at the Clofe ; fome- 
times it is to be colledted only by Inference. 34 Geo. III. c. 9. 
34 Geo. III. c. 79. and 35 Geo. III. c. 15. and c. 80.

And in other Cafes, it is declared, 
that after the principal Provilions lhall have ceaied to operate, the 
Adt lhall neverthelefs remain in Force for the Puuiflunent of 
Offences committed in Violation of it during its Continuance j 
29 Geo. III. c. 64. — 34Geo. III. c. 80. § 24. — The Variety of Pe- 
riods prel’cribed for the Duration of each Statute, is fuch, that 
Caprice herfelf leans to have exercifed her full Dominion, and 
di [played her uncontrouled Powers over different Claulcs of the 
fame Law : A pregnant In fiance of this is exhibited in St. 36. 
Geo.'III. c. 40. And the numberlels Continuances of Statutes Hill 
remaining temporary in Form, though permanent in their Prin- 
ciple, ftrongly claims the Attention of Parliament, as contribut- 
ing to add Complication to a Labyrinth already too intricate *. 
It is perhaps to be regretted alfo, that Laws confined to Cafes 
of a limited Defcription, but depending on fome general Principle

.But Your Committee forbear to Hate any further Detail of their 
Obfervations on thefe Points, apprehenfive that they may have 
already expatiated upon them too largely.

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Enquiry, Your Committee have proceeded with the more earned: 
Defire to render the Execution of the Work entrufted to their 
Hands as lerviceable to the Public as its Scope will allow j in con- 
fidcring the temporary Laws of a public Nature, with a View, in 
the Firlt Place, to report as correctly as podible that Clafs of 
Expired Laws which Experience lias fhewn to be of a recur- 
ring or periodical Nature ; and in the next Place to report as 
completely as poliible all the Expiring Laws whatever. The 
Firft Part of this Labour admits, as Your Committee are well 
aware, of a confiderable Latitude of Difcretion, the Second require 
only Diligence and Accuracy. 

Laws may be faid to be Expired, the Duration of which bus 
cealed eidter by the Termination of the exprefs Time for which 
they were limited, or by the Extinction of die fubjedt Matter of 
their Operation. 

An Enumeration of all the Expired Laws of a public Nature, 
made upon all individual and occafional Subjedts, would be 
endlefs and fruitlefs; and from this Sort of Detail Your Committee 
profel’s wholly to abftain. The Laws which they have conceived 
proper to omit, relate moftly to Matters of obfolete Cuflom * or 
local Regulation -f, or perl'onal Concerns J, or they arc fuch as 
have been luperfeded||, though not formally repealed, by fubfe- 
quent Mutations in cur Jurilprudence. 

To afeertain conclufively all the Expired Laws, which belong 
even to fuch Matters as the general Revolutions of Time arc- 
likely to bring again before us, is perhaps impofiible ; all that we 
can do is to approximate to this Enumeration. So far as the 
Work is completed, it will be ufefulj and any Omiffions of this

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Your Committee have accordingly proceeded to diftribute 
die Statutes referred to their Confide ration into TWO TABLES* 
and they conceive it proper in this Place to remark, with refped 
to Statutes of all Sorts, that in the Progrefs of their Work, 
they find that the Number marked upon each Statute Roll is in- 
dorfed by the Clerk of the Parliament according to its Order of 
palfing; one continued Series of Numbers running through the 
whole Catalogue of Ads, public and private, belonging to each 
Sellion ; but that the Numerical Marks prefixed by the King’s 
Printer in the printed Copies, byWay of Chapter, to each public 
Statute, do not correfpond with the Numbers on the Statute Rolls; 
there being one diftind Scries ufed in printing for the public 
Ads, and another for the private Ads : and further, that thefc 
Numerical Marks prefixed in Print to each Chapter, and the 
Figures alfo prefixed to each Claufeby Wayof Section, as well 
as the Marginal Abstract of each Claufe, and the Punc- 
tuation, are wholly the Work of the King's Printer, and reft on 
his private Authority *. Some Mode however, of Numeration, Di- 
vifions, and Diftindion being found indifpcnfably neceflary to the 
public Convenience, for the Purpoi.es of Citation and Reference, 
ought for that Reafon, as Your Committee humbly conceive, to be 
iandiuned by Parliament itfelf, and executed hereafter under its 
own Authority, in the fame Manner as the proper Parliamentary 
Officer has been recently direded, by Stat. 3 3. Geo. III. c. 1 3, upon 
fimilar Reufbns of Convenience, to indorfe upon each Roll the 
Day on which each Ad receives the Royal A (lent: and in Addi- 
tion to this, it might be further ufeful, that the Titles of all fuch 
Laws as are temporary fliould alfo exprefs the Term of their 
Duration.

F Your 
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Your Committee, impelled by an ardent Delire to render their 
Labours of permanent Service to the Public, having entered upon 
fo large a View of the Matters referred to their Conlideration, 
beg Leave now to clofe their Report with a Suggeftion which they 
cannot forbear to date, as its general Importance feems to merit an 
immediate Attention. Promulgation of the Statutes has been 
in all Times conceived to be abfolutely neceifary for giving Effi- 
cacy to the Law, and providing for the Safety of the Subjed. 
Whilft the ancient Ufage prevailed, of annexing the Tenor of every 
•Ordinance and Statute to the Proclamation Writ which was di- 
reded to each Sheriff in his County, this Purpofe was accom- 
plilhed in a Manner adapted to the Circumftances of thofe Times 
to which the Ufage belonged Since this Courfe has been fu- 
perfeded by the more convenient and popular Ufe of Printing, al- 
though the Expediency of Promulgation cannot have been di- 
miniffied, and although the Means of it have been fo greatly fa- 
cilitated, and the Occations of it have multiplied fo rapidly, yet 
the Mcafure itfelf has been wholly difcontinued, to the great 
Prejudice of Juftice, the Embarraffment of Magiftracy, and the 
Peril of Individuals. What Your Committee would therefore 
humbly propofe, as a Remedy for this Grievance, would be, that 
the King’s Printer ffiould Annually (or oftener, if neceffary) tranf- 
mit to the Sheriff, or Cuftos Rotulorum, or Clerk of the Peace of 
each County, a printed Copy of all public Ads j laying afide the 
prefent incommodious and expenfive Form of printing them, and 
adopting the more ferviccable and compad Form, which Expe- 
rience has pronounced to be the moll: preferable for general Ufe. 
It may deferve fome Confideration alfo, whether a limited Num- 
ber of Copies fhould not be printed of all the private Ads of each 
Year, to be depofited in the Royal and public Libraries, and the 
fuperior Courts of Juftice. So that all the Statutes, of every

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Denomination, enacted in each Sefiion, may be rendered more ea- 
iily aeceffible to all the Subjects of the il-.aim. 

In ConcluGon, Your Committee have fubjeined, by Way of 
Appendix to this their Report, One Table, or Register, 
comprehending the expired Laws, whereof the Conlideration 
was referred to them; and another Table, or Register, of 
the Laws which are expiring. Of the former Defcription Your 
Committee have judged proper to leledb between Four and Five 
hundred Statutes, and thefe they have clafled under the diftinct 
Heads to which they feem reflectively to belong. Of the latter 
Defcription there appear to be not lefs than One hundred and 
Fifty original Statutes, continued from Time to Time by near 
Three hundred fubfidiary Statutes. 

With regard, however, to both thefe Tables, Your Committee 
are defirous of reprefenting to the Hcufe, that on Account of the 
advanced State of the prefent Seffion of Parliament, they have 
been unable to complete them in a Manner wholly adequate to the 
Importance of the Object, or even to the Extent of their own 
Expectations ; but they prefume neverthelefs to hope, that they 
have collected Materials in fufficient Quantity, and traced the 
Outline of their Arrangement with fufficient Diflinctnefs, to ren- 
der the Completion of thefe Labours not very difficult, whenever 
Parliament may be difpofed to refume the Subject hereafter.

N order to lay before die Houfe the Courfe which has been 
JJ taken upon this Inquiry, and to exhibit more diftinftlv the 
Reafons for' the Refr.it in which it has terminated, Your Com- 
mit i ee beg leave to reprefen t what have appeared to Them to be, 
ill. The prefent State of the Promulgation of the Statute Law; 
2dly. The general Objects to which the Promulgation might 
be ufefully extended; gdly. The Means by which a very large 
and immediate Extenfion may be obtained ; 4th. The Manner 
in which thefe Means may be employed, and the Selection of 
the Obje&s to which they fliould be applied, for the Purpofe of 
rendering fttch an Extenfion moil eftedual : At the Clofe of 
thefe Confiderations, Your Committee have Hated the Parlia- 
mentary Precedents mod: applicable to the Meafures which they 
have prefumed to propofe ; and They have alfo fubjoined to 
their Report, by way of Appendix, feveral Documents col- 
, ledled in Proof of the Fads which They thought it neceffary 
to afeertain; conceiving that the Prefervation of thofe Docu-

'The only Mode in which the Statutes are now 
-promulgated, is the Publication of them by the King’s Printer. 
-Your Committee have not been able to dii’cover at -what precife 
Period of Time the Statutes of the Realm were foil printed by pub- 
lic Authority ; but it appears that the ancient Mode of promulgat- 
ing them by the -Sheriff's Proclamation fell into Difnft very foon 
£ after

after the Introduction of the Art of Printing*. Private Editors, 
in the Fifteenth Century, publifhed particular Collections of the 
Statutes; and in the Reign of Janies the t’int, the Rings 
Priutcrs -publilbcd Collections which were wore complete. 
Immediately after the Reiteration of Charles the Second, the 
Condition of the original Statute Rolls, and the Regulations fit 
to he obferved in printing their Contents, became an Object ot 
joint Care to both Houibs of Parliament. The IToule of om- 
inous. in 1 66:, rcfolved upon aMeflage to the Houle of Lords, 
reprinting their own Anxiety that proper Meafures might be 
taken upon the Subject; and the Precautions then propoi'ed, for 
guarding the Records with due Care during the Procels of Print- 
ing, are obierved at this Day *K

« The lull Proclamation Writ, to be found upon the Statute Roils in the Tower, 
hears Date 8 Ric. II. viz. in the Year 1385. Lord Coke fays, that the Writ ob- 
tained before Printing came into Ufo, and continued to iifuc till Hen, VII. 
a hji, 526. 

The Journals do not fhew the Commencement of printing the Statures .of each 
SefUon by Authority: Iiv the Jonrn. 111 . Con:. Vo!. I. p. 446. there is tlte fol- 
lowing Entry of a Motion made 5th July, 1610. “ To print ail Statutes not printed: 

:t Old, that be for the good of the King or Subject, fhould be printed;” but it does 
not appear that any Order was made for the Purpofe. And in tile Lorn's' Journ. 
Vol. XXI. p. 347. there is tire following Entry of an Order, made 3J June, 1720. 

Ordered by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament aflembied, that all 
“ fuch Acts of Parliament as /hall piifi this Saffian, which arc in their own Nature 
“ Public A els, or wherein are contained Claufes, declaring that they flia'd he allowed 
“ in all Courts of Judicature as Public Adis, he printed and publifhed.” Put this 
could not be the Commencement of the prefent Uihge ; becaufc there exifts at pre- 
fent, in the Guftody of the Officers belonging to the Houle, a regular Series of the 
Statutes annually publifhed by the King’s' Printer, from the x ft Year of W. ic M. 
downwards. 

Some Collections of particular Statutes were fir ft printed by private Editors in 
7497 ; and the Series of the different Collections and Editions, which have been 
.ftnee publifhed, is enumerated in The Report upon Temporary, 'Jsaxvs, p. 7. noth. 

I The Entry upon the Journals .of the Houfc of Commons iith-January, 1661, 
Hands thus, “ Upon Information given to this Houfc, that the Clerk of the Ho.ufe of 
“ Lords did permit the original Rolls of Acts of Parliament to be carried to the 
“ Printer, and that they were ripped in Pieces, and blotted, and abufed, and in Danger 
“ of being embezzled or altered; Rf.solv.ej), That a Mefluge by lent to the Lordr, 
“ to defire them to give Order, that the original Rolls of Acts cf Parliament be kept 
“ in the Office, and not delivered to the Printer; but that true Copies be delivered 
“ to him Jromihe Roll, fairly written- and carefully examined and attcflcd.” It has 

. beer. 
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The Statutes, printed by the King’s Printer are at tbe End 
of each Seffion collected b£ him into Volumes. Thele Volumes 
.comprize in fadt all tlie Statutes which are intrinlically of a Pub- 
lic Nature, and all thofe Local or Pcribnal Statutes, which are made 
Public Statutes by a fpecial Claufc to that Eftedt, the Road Adts 
only excepted j they contain alfo an Abftrad of the fime Adb., 
which is only an unauthentic Abbreviation of all the preceding 
Pages j and to each Voiume are fuperadded. One Table of the Title* 
of the Public Statutes, and another of tlie Private Statutes, which 
pais in each Sefllon j although none of the latter Gals are included 
in the Publication, or arc ever printed by Royal Authority. 

The Distribution of thefe Volumes is confined within a 
very limited Circle of Perfons, to whom it has been long cuftomary 
for the King’s Printer to make his Delivery. The Members of 
each Houle of Parliament, the Privy Council, and fome few of 
the great Officers of State, are almoft the only Perfons to whom 
the Diftribution at prefent extends. The whole Number of 
Copies ifiued at the public Coft very little exceeds Eleven hun- 
dred and no complete Copy of any Scflional Colledion has- 
been purchafed from the King’s Printer by private Individuals 
...for many Years paft: He prints, however, for Sale upon his own 
Account, a large Number of fuch Adts as are moil likely to be in 
general Requeft. 

. Expedition in promulgating Public Statutes, mull ever be 
an important Objedt of Attention : And in general, as far as the 
prefent Diftribution extends, fuch Adts as are of urgent Ncceifity 
are circulated in Print very quickly after they have received the 
Royal Aftent ; the other Adts of the Seffion being deterred to 
more diftant Periods of Publication. Beyond this Sphere of Cir- 



bcen juftly remarked, that no Entry is found in the LorJs’ Journal, that this Mcflage 
was delivered. Sac Mr. Haifell's Precedents of Prcceedir.^s in the Houle of Com- 
mons, Edit.

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culation, however, not only the Notoriety of the Statute Law 
depends entirely upon the Extent in which the Statutes may hap- 
pen to be purchafed, hut the Whole of the Annual Mafs of Public. 
Laws of each Seffion of Parliament cannot be obtained, even by 
Purchaie, until long after the Selfion has doled, though many of 
thefe Laws may require inftant Oblervance : And the Pofleffion 
of this entire Colledion, even when obtained at conliderable Coll, 
has become a Burthen to the Pofleffor, from the Size of the Vo- 
lumes, occafioned by the Multiplicity of Local Laws which they 
contain. 

Your Committee, in Hating thefe Fads, beg Leave at the fame 
Time to difclaim any Intention of imputing Blame to thofe who, 
in the Enjoyment of their Rights and Difcharge of their Duty as 
Patentees of the Crown, only follow the Ul'age of their Prede- 
cefl'ors, from which they have never been required to depart: 
And when Your Committee proceed to finifh their Statement 
upon this Head, by remarking, that the Publications in ordi- 
nary Ufe (from whence alone any general Knowledge of the 
Statutes is diffuled through the Nation) ieldom appear until 
fevernl Months after their Enactment, They are alfo aware, that 
inafmuch as thefe Publications are only Matter of private Un- 
dertaking, the Mode of conducing them is not diredly iubjed 
to Parliamentary Controul or Cenlure *. Thefe nevertheief? are 
the Fads refpccting this important Subjed ; and They cannot 
but feel, that it would be a culpable Silence on their Part, if 
They forbore to Hate them without Difguil'e or Rel'crve.

Typography. — As to Freedom of Speech in Parliament. — The fol- 
lowing may be deemed a materia^ Error of Typography, or perhaps an Error of a 
more important Nature.

212. And upon the original Roll itfelf the Royal AiFent is indorled, in the fame Form 
as upon every other Public Aft, viz. tc Le Roy 1 c veult." 

As to Juries. — The Right of every PlaimifF, to have a Jury completed by the 
Talcs de circumftantibus, was firft eftablifiicd by Slat. 3.5 Hen. 8. c. 6. f. 6. whereby 
it is cnafted, “ That where a full Jury (liall not appear before the Jufticcs of Affixes 
“ or Nifi Prius, Sic. that then the fame Jufticcs, upon Rcqueft made by the Party 
tl Plaintiff or Demandant, fhall have Authority to command the Sheriff, &c. to name, 
“ &c. fo many of fuch able Pcrfons, &c. as fhall make up a full Jury.” 

Afterwards the Right of the “ Defendant” was provided for by Stat. 14 Eliz. c. 9. 
f. 1. whereby it is cnafted, That in all Cafes where the Party Plaintiff or Demandant 
may have a Tales, the Party ** Defendant” may have the Tales granted in lilceMan- 

But in the Editions by Hawkins , Rnjfhead, Runnington , and Pickering, in Stat. 
35 Hen. 8. the Word “ Defendant” is printed for the Word “ Demandant,” which 
is different from the original Roll. 

Thus, any Party Defendant is referred for his Right to Stat. 35 Hen. 8. c. 6. 
which gives him no Right at all ; and the Stat. 14 Eliz. c. 9. appears to be a fuper- 
fluous Grant, whereas it is the only Source of his Privilege. To make the verbal 
Confufion greater, though it renders the Error more confpicuous, the Stat. 4, 5 Phi- 
lip and Mary, c. 7. recites the Stat. 35 Hen. VIII. c. 6. differently from what it 
appears to be in the fame printed Editions, but correftly according to die original 
Roll. 

Upon the Annuity Act, 17 Geo. III. c. 26. f. 4. fo much and lo minutely 
difeuffed in all our Courts of Law and Equity, another Inftance occurs of a material 
Error in the ordinary Editions. — The Statute upon the original Roll, marked 192, 
in the Claufe which corrcfponds with what is marked § 4. in the printed Edition, 
makes it lawful “ to apply to the Court in which any Aftion is brought or Judg- 
“ ment entered, &c.;” but Rminington and Pickering have printed it erroneoufly in 
a material Word, by making it lawful « to apply to the Court in which any Aftion 
“ is brought on Judgment entered;” thereby requiring a Judgment to have been 
entered, and an Aftion to have been commenced upon that Judgment, before Relief 
could be had by Application to the Court. 

Punctuation.— As to the Jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace- 
over the Rates of Land Carriage. The following is a very material In- 
ftance of the Mifchicf produced by a Species of erroneous Punctuation, even upon 
the Statute Roll itfelf. 

By St. 3 W. & M. c. 12. f. 24. The Justices are empowered to rate the 
Price of all Land Carriage of Goods to be brought « into” any Place within their 
q Jurifuicuon 
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firft, to examine whether any other Courfe of Proceeding is al- 
ready in ufe for Purpofes analogous to thole of their prefeut 
Inquiry, and to obierve the Extent of its Operation, and the Ob- 
jedts to which it is diredted.

f. 3. Carriers are prohibited from - taking more fur bringhig Goods “ to Lon- 
don than” is fettled by the Juftices under 3 \V. & M. ts'e. for the Carriage of Good-.

From this laft Act, fo printed and pointed, an Opinion lias been entertained, that 
the Stat. 2t Geo. II. c. 28. was repealed : And Burn, in his Jujiuc cf tl.c Peace, 
commenting upon this Statute, under Title Carriers, confirmed the Public in this 
Opinion, having exprcfsly aliened the Repeal; but the Opinion and the Comment 
are both erroneous ; and the Second Statute, as well as the Firft, is undoubtedly

And tlut tills is an cxifting Miftakc in the Statute Bool; is obvious; ift. Bccaufe 
the Statutes repealed by Stat. 7 Geo. III. c. 40. arc all enumerated chronologically, 
beginning with 1 Geo. II. and coming down to 6 Geo. III. ; and therefore if the 
Suit. 3 W. and M. had been defigned to be repealed in Part, it would have been placed 
firft in Order. 2dly, Bccaufe the Lcgiflaturc muft otherwife be fuppofed to enact 
fuch tSonfenfe as this, viz. “ that fo much of an Act of William and Marv, inti- 
“ tulcd, &c. except fo much thereof as relates to the Price for Carriage of Goods, 
“ be repealed.” And 30I}, In the 17th Edition of Bum's JuJlice of the Peace, 
his former Commentary upon this Point is altered accordingly. 

The original Error nevcrthelefr. frill fubfifts upon the Roll and in the Statute 
Book, and the erroneous Opinion introduced by this erroneous Punctuation (lift 
prevails in many Places, and the Operation of a very beneficial Law is defeated.

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Royal Proclamations occurred to Your Committee, as 
requiring a Circulation very fimilar to that which might be pro- 
per for the Statutes.. The Scheme of their Circulation has been 
produced from the Crown Cilice, and it appears to be this*: A 
Writ is i lined under the Great Seal of Great Britain to the Sheriff 
of every County in England and Scotland, and to the Steward of 
certain Stcwartries in Scotland, and to the Biihop of Ely, com- 
manding them level-ally to publiili the particular Proclamation 
which is let forth in Schedules annexed to the Writ; and of this 
proclamation Fourteen Copies are tranl'niitted with each Writ, to 
he affixed (according to the Language of the Writ) “ on Boards 
“ and Polls in feparatc, didindt, and public Places.” Similar 
Writs are directed to the Chief Magiftrates of certain Cities and 
Towns, being Twenty-fix in Number; and each of thefe Writs 
is accompanied with Five Copies, except that the Cities of 
London and York, and alfo the Lord Steward of the Houfhold, 
and the Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, feverally receive 
Twenty-four Copies for Diftribution within their relpedive Ju- 
rifdidions. Upon this Detail it is to be remarked, that although 
the Sheriff of each County has been deemed to be one of the 
fitted miniderial Officers to make this Diftribution, yet no Writs 
for the fame Purpofe have ever been iffued to the Sheriff or any 
other Officer of any County within the Principality of Wales ; 
and in the Catalogue of Cities and Towns to which they arc 
iffued, fome Towns not of the greateft Note arc included, and 
feveral of the mod antient and confiderable Cities in the King- 
dom are omitted -j-. 

The Royal Proclamations are the only Adis of public Autho- 
rity thus generally circulated ; and it appeared to Your Commit- 
tee, that the Mode of Circulation edablithed in that Indance, 
however well adapted to the particular Cafe, was not a proper 
or even a'pradlicable Mode of promulgating the Statutes of the

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Realm : Your Committee therefore proceeded next to an Ex- 
amination of the Objects in relpecV to which a Circulation of the 
Statutes is moft effentially important. 

In this View the Commissions of tiie Peace were con- 
fide red as a neceffary Subjedt of Inveftigation ; Policy requir- 
ing, that within every Diftridt for which thefe Commiffions 
iffue, the Statutes ffiould be promulgated for the Information 
both of the Magiftrates and of the People. The Lift of all 
the Counties and Places for which Commiffions have ilTued, 
fince the Acceflion of His prefent Majefty, has accordingly been 
laid before Your Committee * : And upon Infpedtion They 
find, that diftindt Commiffions are iflued for every County of 
England, with the additional Circumftance of feparate Commil- 
fions ifluing for each of the Three feveral Ridings of YorkLhire, 
and for each of the Three feveral Divilions of Lincolnfhirc ; that 
Commiffions iffue for each of the Counties of Scotland, and for the 
Stewartry of Kircudbright j and that Seventeen other Commif- 
fions iffue for fubordinate Jurifdidtions in England, namely, for 
Two Cities, Seven Towns, and Eight Liberties or Franchifes; 
with regard to which latter Clafs it appears alfo, that fince the 
Times of Queen Elizabeth, Commiffions of the Peace have been 
frequently iflued to various other Places, which do not at prefent 
enjoy this Privilege -f-.

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Your Committee have proceeded next to inquire into the 
Number and the Names of all the Cities, Boroughs, and 
Towns Corporate in England and Wales, and of 
the Royal Burghs in Scotland, conceiving that this 
Species of Information might alfo conduce to their forming a 
more complete Judgment of the Extenfion, which it might be 
definable to give to the Promulgation of the Statutes ; many of 
which, upon the moft important Occafions, and upon the moft 
prefling Emergencies, are fpecially directed to be carried into 
effeft by the Chief Magiftrates or Head Officers of all Places 
comprized within this Defcription. Upon infpe&ing the Returns 
made for this Purpofe, the Number of thefe Places has appeared 
to be Two hundred and Fifty-three in England (betides Berwick 
upon Tweed) Forty-eight in Wales, and Sixty-fix Royal Burghs 
in Scotland, being in the whole Three hundred and Sixty- 
eight *. At the fame Time it feems to deferve Notice, that many 
very large and populous Towns have no Magiftracy whatever for 
the peculiar Adminiftration of Juftice within their Limits Such 
Places fo circumftanced might in the ufual Courfe be eredted by 
Royal Charter into Corporations, and very poflibly fo as to 
provide for all the Purpofes incident to the Adminiftration of 
Juftice, without in any Degree interfering with their Commerce 
or Manufadtures : or, perhaps, the fame Ends might be obtained

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by iiluing feparate Commiffions of the Peace to all fuch Places 
and Diftrifts as require an additional Afliftance to their Judi- 
cature : And Meafures like tliefe, if adopted in either Mode, would 
not tend to create any new Powers of Judicature, or to increafe 
the Number of Exempt Jurifdidtions, but would diredtly tend to 
multiply the Number of Magiftratcs, and contribute to carry the 
Laws more effe&ually into Execution. 

In the further Profecution of tliefe Confiderations, Your 
Committee have next proceeded to obtain Returns from every 
County and Diflridt in the United Kingdoms, in order to afccr- 
tain the refpective Number of Resident Acting Justices 
under every Commiftion of the Peace. The total Number of fuch 
Juftices appears to be about Four thoufandj and the particular 
Documents by which this Refult is afeertained are depoiited 
among the Papers of the Sellion *. 

If a Parochial Promulgation of the Statutes fhould ever be 
projected, it would then become neceflary alfo to obferve, that 
the Number of Parishes in Great Britain is fuppofed to be near 
Eleven thoufand ; an Eftimate however, which after many 
fucceflive Variations is ftill fuffered to reft upon Repute, unfup- 
ported by any complete and authentic Survey.

every complete End for the Promulgation of Laws mall be 
commenfurate with the Syftem of Jurifdiaions by which th- 
Laws .are or may be adminiftered.

The Means of extending the Promulgation or 
the Statutes, are the next Objedt to which the Deliberation.' 
of Your Committee have been directed. 

With this View, They have thought fit to begin by mvef-‘ 
tigating the various Materials of which every Seffional Colledtion 
is compofed ; and to confider, whether by ditninifhing the Bulk 
of the Article to be diftributed, without impairing its general 
Utility, they might not be enabled to obtain very confiderablc 
Advantages. And in purfuing this Investigation, They think 
it manifeft, that the Contents of thefe Volumes will when ana- 
lyfed be found to allow of l’ome important Diftindtions, by the 
Help of which the Diftribution may be rendered more convenient 
and lerviceable, and at the fame Time far more numerous and 
extenfive than at prefent, without adding to the public Expen- 
diture for this Service in any Degree wlvatfoever. 

In endeavouring to Bate their Ideas upon this Head with fuf- 
ficient Perfpicuity, They muft beg Leave to enter into fome Details, 
which may appear to be minute, but which They conceive to be 
of eflential Importance to the Confideration of the Subject. 

It cannot have efcaped the Attention of any who have opened 
the Annual Volumes of our Statutes, that the Adts which are, 
politically and legally fpeaking, of a public and general Ma- 
ture, 
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ture, bear a very fmall Proportion to the whole Mafs*. But it may 
not have been commonly noticed, that the Local Acts, re- 
setting Drainages, Bridges, Churches, Canals, &c. which by 
fpecial Claufcs and for particular Lies are declared to be 
Public, fill more than double the Space occupied by the 
fir ft and more important Clafs j and this Excefs is the more 
ftriking as the Road Atts are not included in this Eftimate 
of the Local Acts, the Road Atts not being printed with the

It may alio have efcaped Notice, that 
the Abftra&s annually fubjoined to each Collection, which arc 
the mere private Performance of inferior Pcrfons in the Service of 
the Editors, alfo contribute very largely to the Bulk of thefe 
Volumes. And it muft not pafs undbferved, that the mere Re- 
petition of ufelefs Titles, in the total Impreffion of One of 
thefe Seffional .Colledtions, even according to the prelent limited 
Degree of their Publication, appears to have amounted nearly to 
Three hundred Thoufand Pages. 

What Your Committee would therefore propolc is, to exclude 
from the Colle&ion of Public Afts, all the Local Aits, all the Ab- 
ftrafts, and all the ufclels Repetitions of Titles. The Size of the 
Type and Paper, which are now in ufc, and of thofc Which might 
be ufed, have been considered but no Change in thefe Parti- 
culars is propofed; becaufe the Purpofes of Oeconomy and mere 
Multiplication, which certainly might be anfwered by fuch a 
.Change, would perhaps not compenfate for the Lois of other

If the Houfe therefore fhould be of Opinion, that, -for the fake 
of extending the Promulgation of the Firft Clafs of Statutes (which

They have therefore con- 
fidercd of the moft beneficial Mode of circulating the Public Ge- 
neral Acts, according to thefe additional Means: They have 
confidered alfo of the mod ufeful Appropriation of the Public 
Local Acts, according to their propofed Reftridtions : And They 
have endeavoured to provide a Method for procuring an ef- 
fectual Accefs to all the Private Acts, without any new 
Charge to the Public Account. The Principles upon which

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They have proceeded in framing their Plan have been, Firll, to 
avoid the Suggeftion of any Meafure which might materially in- 
fringe the exifting Rights or Claims of Individuals; and in the. 
next Place, to lay down fuch a Plan of Diftribution, as fliould 
begin by comprehending the primary Objects of Promulgation, 
and alfo be capable of receiving a further Extenfum to any in- 
definite Degree, which in future Times the W-ifdom of the State- 
may propole or its Emergencies require. 

The Public General Acts, as it has been already noticed, 
are at prelent diftributed to the Members of each Houle of Parlia- 
ment, and force of the Great Officers of State. In the Details, even 
•of this fcanty Diftribution, many Improvements might poffibly be 
made ; but upon this Subject none are fuggefted, left they fliould 
be ccnfidered as trenching upon Matter of eftabliflied Privilege. 
It is to the new Sphere of Diftribution that Your Committee are 
anxious to give the greateft Latitude. 

In felefling thefe Objects, They would firft beg leave to ftipply 
force Omiffions obvioufly apparent in the prelent Lift : The 
Twelve Judges of England are at prefent perfonally furnilhed 
with the Statutes ; but none are provided for the public Ufe of 
fome of the principal Courts of Juftice, in which they prelide, 
none for the Rolls, none for the Court of Common Pleas, none 
for the Civil Law Courts, none for the Courts of Juftice or 
Judges of any Defeription in Scotland : Ilis Majefty’s Attorney 
and Solicitor General are alfo at prefent lupplied.; but not the 
Lord Advocate of Scotland, nor the Solicitor General of Scotland, 
nor any of the Military Departments or Revenue Boards in either 
Part of the United Kingdoms: Thefe arc Omiffions proper to 
be provided for : And it might not be inexpedient, that Engle 
Copies fliould alfo be depofited in the Royal Library, the Bri- 
tifli Mufeura, the Libraries of each of the Four Inns of Court 
in London, the Advocates’ Library in Edinburgh, ' and with 
each cf the Englilh and Scottilh Univerfities, and in the Re- 
gifter Office for Scotland. The Total of the Articles comprized

adopted without Difficulty 

The principal Objefts, and for which the greateft Efforts fhould 
be made, are the numerous Jurifdiftions into which the whole 
Kingdom is fub-divided •, namely ; the County J uril’diftions, and 
the leffer Diftrifts, in which juftice is adminiftered by the local 
Magiftracy of Cities, Boroughs, and Towns Corporate. To this 
End therefore Your Committee beg Leave to propofe, that to the 
Sheriff of each of the Eighty-five Counties in Great Britain 
fhould he fent a Copy of every Public Aft, as loon as it has re- 
ceived the Royal A flout $ which Copy fhould be lodged and 
preferved, for public Itifpeftion, in die Office of his Underfheriff, 
and paffed under the Sheriff's cufiomary Alignment to his Suc- 
ceifor. In like Manner the Clerks of the Peace, under each of 
the One hundred and 'h>: Commiffions of the Peace which iffue

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sullied with a Copy of each Public Act by the fame Means, and 
for the fame Ufes, and with the fame Trull: for its Prefervation 
and this Circulation would lpread through die Country between 
Three and Four hundred Copies more, and produce a very general 
Notification of their Contents, although it might not be in exadt 
Proportion to the Surface or Population of the Diftridts to which 
they were communicated. With a View therefore to this poffible 
Inequality, Your Committee would laftly prelume to recommend, 
that the Surplus Number of Copies, remaining unappropriated after 
thefc particular Deftinations, and which would be much the largeft 
Portion of their increafed Stock, fhould be divided amongft the 
Resident Acting Justices of the Peace for each of the 
Fifty-fix Counties Ridings or Divilions, and of the Seventeen in- 
ferior Jurifdidtions, to which Commiffions of the Peace are iffued 
in England and Wales ; ahd for each of the Thirty-two Coun- 
ties (together with the fingle Stewartry) to which Commiffions 
are ilfned into Scotland. Under every One of thefe Commiffions, 
from Ten to Five and Twenty or Thirty Copies might be dif- 
tributed amongft the Refident Adting Juftices,* who might re- 
ceive them from the Cuftos Rotulorum, or from the Clerk of the 
Peace, and divide them amongft themfelves by their own Autho- 
rity, according to any MoJe which they Ihould conceive to be 
hell adapted to the Advancement of Juftice and the more effec-

The other Parts of this Plan, which are next to be explained, 
■relate to the Public Local Acts and the Private Acts. 

The Public Local Acts, which are now printed in equal 
Number with the General Ads of a Public Nature, might, as 
Your Committee apprehend, be confined, not improperly, to an 
Impreflion of Two hundred Copies, fo far as the Expenfe of it 
ought to be borne by the Public, thefe Ads being in their 
Nature merely private and perfonal. Your Committee wifli to 
reprefent, and to admit mod didindly, that this Redridion 
would fo far as it went be -a dircd Redudion of the Degree of 
Promulgation which at prefect belongs to this Clafs of Statutes ; 
but They are anxious alfo to have it obferved, that this very 
Redudion is the great Source of their Means for compaffing the 
more extenfive Plan of Didribution, which They have propofed 
for the Public Ads: And They prefume moreover to hope, 
that the Mode in which this limited Impreffion may be diftri- 
buted will effedually anfwer every End, fo far as public Utility 
is concerned j leaving the Parties immediately intereded to provide 
themfelves, by private Purchafe, with thofe Ads in which their 
private Rights are refpedively implicated. 

Out of this limited Imprefiion, all the Public Bodies and Offi- 
cers of State, who at prefent receive the Local Ads along with 
the other Statutes, may dill be fupp'lied with thefe Ads, though 
with a Idler Number of Copies ; and to thefe it is even propofed 
to add the Road Ads, which are not now included under the 
Defcription of Local Ads, although plainly belonging to the

may be furnifiied for the Ul'e of each Houfe of Parliament, and 
to every Department, and nearly to every Individual named in 
the prefent Lilt-)-; and even beyond this Lift, io feveral other 
Departments and Individuals, to whom the Privilege has never 
yet been extended, although they are apparently entitled to an 
equal Accommodation, namely, the Court of the Muller of the 
Rolls, and the Court of Common Picas, and the Civil Law Courts, 
in England j and the Courts cf S. don, Justiciary, Exchequer, 
Admiralty, and CommitTary, in Scotland; the Lords of Sefiion 
and Barons of the Exchequer, in their individual Capacities, the 
Lord Advocate, and the Solicitor General of Scotland ; the Royal 
Library, and thole other Libraries and Repofitories, in which it 
is already propofed that the Public General Acts lliould be lodg- 
ed, may alfo receive their refpedtive Shares ; and for the Conve- 
nience of fuch of His Majelly’s Subjects, whofe Refidence may 
be lituated remotely horn any of thefe R.epolxtories, a Supply may 
lull be provided, even out of this limited Impreffion, by lodging a 
Copy in the Office of every Clerk of the Peace under every Com- 
miihon of the Peace which ilfues into any Part of Great Bri- 
tain p 

The Private Acts arc very differently circumftanced from 
all the Reft, and require a diftindt Confidcraticn. Their aggre- 
gate Bulk is very great; and they are at prelent never printed at 
the public Ccft. Such an Operation would be attended with a 
heavy Expenfc; and yet, comprizing as they do fo large a Por- 
tion of legiilutive Arrangement, affedting fome .of th rnoft va- 
luable Interefts of His Majefty’s Subjedbs, it feems to be an Ob- 
ject which ought not to be altogether overlooked, if any reafon- 
able Publicity can be given to the Regiftration of the e Parlia- 
mentary Conveyances.

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Upon an Average of the prefent Reign it appears, that the 
•Private Adts amount in Bulk to nearly One Half of the whole 
Mafs of Statutes produced in each Seflion of Parliament; and as 
the printing of thefe Adi's, even according to the limited Scale 
■.propofed for the Public Local Adts, would coftto the Public many 
Hundred Pounds Annually, this Confideration will probably be 
thought fufficient of itfelf to exclude the Propofol of fuch a 
Meafure. 

Neverthelefs, it feems not impoffible to devife fome other 
Plan, which may avoid this Burthen, and fecure the Benefit of 
laying thofe Adts open to public Infpedtion. In the Year 1707, 
by a Refolution of the Houle it was ordered, that every Private 
■I?ill fhould be printed before it was read : In 1722, this Order 
was revived and made a Standing Order of the Houfe * : And 
in Obedience to thefe Orders, from Two to Three hundred 
printed Copies of thete Bills are now diftributed, by the Perfons 
who folicit them, to the Members of both Houfes. The Ex- 
penfe of the Impreffion being therefore already thrown upon 
the private Suitors, this Practice may be ealily and not unreafou- 
ably applied to procure a Colledtion of thefe Private Adts for 
public Ufe, if both Houles of Parliament Ihould be of Opinion, 
that thofe who at prefent are bound to print their Bills in the firfi: 
Stages of Proceeding, might alfo be required to depofit with fome 
Officer of Parliament, Two hundred printed Copies of their re- 
fpedtive Adts, examined like all others by the original Roll, and 
primed alio by public Authority. In making any fuch Arrange- 
ments, due Regard mull be had to the eftab'lilhed Privileges and 
Interefis of the Parliament Office on -the one Hand, anil to 
the Relief of Individuals from the Preffure of any unrealonable 
Burthen, on the other : And probably it might not be found in- 
equitable on either Side, that the Individuals interefeed in each 
Act Ihould he. charged with a proportionate Contribution, bv feme

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fettled Fee upon each Examination, fo as to indemnify the Parlia- 
ment Office to the Annual Amount of the adlual Average Pro- 
fits of the Office Copies of this Clafs of Adis ; and that in return 
for this Charge, the King’s Printer’s Copy of the Adt fhould (by 
fuch a Claufe as is frequently inferted in Local Adis) be made 
judicially admiffible in Evidence, a Benefit which they never be- 
fore could obtain without Payment of the entire Fees of Office 
in each particular Inflance. Should fuch a Meafure be deemed 
expedient. Your Committee would propofe, that die Diftribution 
of diefe Copies lliould be made exudlly in the fame Order and 
Proportion as thofe which have appeared the fitted: for promul- 
gating the Public Local Statutes. 

Some general Points remain to be dated which are eflcntially 
connedted with the Execution of this Plan and its Efficacy. 
Promptitude in the printing of the Public Adis is of 
■the utmolt Importance; die Defpatch with which your own 
Daily Orders of this Nature are always executed, is an ex- 
emplary Proof of the Celerity with which the enadted Laws 
might and ought to be publifiied. PvSGularity in the 
Conveyance of the fame Adis to their different Places of Def- 
tination is not lefs important; and they may be tranlbiitted, as 
Parliamentary Proceedings, diredlly from the Prefs to the Poll 
Mailer General ; * and the Appropriation of each Copy might 
be previoufly printed upon each Cover as a Security again! the 
Rilk of Mifcarriage. The Public General Adis, the Public 
Local Acts, and the Private Adis, being henceforth divided into fe- 
parate Volumes, the Order of Chapters in each Volume might

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alio form a diftinfl: numerical Series, correfponding (if it fhould 
be thought proper) to a fimilar Mode of numbering the Statute 
Rolls ; and the Paging might be rejeifced as unneceflary, where 
the Citation mu ft ever be made by Reference to Chapter and 
Section. A Tranfcript from the Entry upon the long Calendar 
of each Seffion would furnilh the correct Table of Contents 
for each Volume, and notify its Completion *. Your Committee 
finally beg leave to obferve, that complete Indexes to the Statutes 
are and ever have been wanting, although their practical Import- 
ance is raoft manifeft -J-. The moil perfedt Series of Seflional 
Indexes will in no refpect fupply this Deficiency. Nothing lefs 
than a General Index can be l'ufficiently comprehenfive. Arid 
Your Committee notice this Defect with the lefs Scruple, and 
with the more Elope of its being remedied, by adverting to the 
Munificence with which this Hcufe has provided elaborate In- 
dexes to the Journals of its own feparate Proceedings, wherein 
arc carefully noted the progreffive Formations of each Law; al- 
though for the Laws themfclves, when finally ena&ed, no adequate 
Care has ever been taken to provide any ready or accurate Means 
of inveftigating their Contents.

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The printing of Private Bills, before they are read in the Houfe 
■of Commons, is a Matter of internal Regulation ; and accordingly 
this was provided for, firft, by a Resolution in 1707, and af-

revived with the reft in every fucccfiive Parliament. The Pre- 
fervation of the original Records of Parliament, being a Matter 
in which the Commons were concerned, but which had fallen un- 
der the more immediate Superintendence of the Houfe of Lords, 
this was proceeded upon in the Year 1 661 by a Message -f* 
After the Burning of the Cotton Library in 1732, when it be- 
came neceflary to choofe a fit Place for preserving the public 
Records, the Houfe of Commons appointed a Committee to view 
their State, and to inquire and report upon the Matter; and in 
confequence of that Report, and of the Documents annexed to it, 
a very full and long Address was prefented by the Houfe of

And in the Beginning of the Reign of Geo. lid. 1728, 25 May, Report was made 
(with Reference to that of 1719.) — 28 May, Address was ordered, and the Report 
to be laid before the King. 

The Rolls of Parliament were ordered to be printed 9 March, 1767: And an 
Address, with the Resolutions, to be prefented by theLords with White Staves, 
&c. — u March, the King’s Answer. 

Thefe Precedents are the more fully dated, as the Lords’ Journals have notatpre- 
fent any printed Indexes. 

It may be worth remarking, that notwithftandingfo much has been done in the 
prefent Century by both Iloufes of Parliament, with Regard to the Arrangement of 
the public Records of the Kingdom, much yet remains to be done : The printed Col- 
lections by Rymer are extremely imperfect; and the unpublidied Records are dif- 
perfed in unconnected Parcels amongft different Repofitories.

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The State of the public Records in the Rolls Chapel came un- 
der the Notice of the Houle of Commons in 1772.; a Com- 
mittee was appointed, and in Confequence of their Report, a 
lhort Address was voted ; and the Houle -fpecially directed that

.it, lliculd be laid before His Majefty together with the Ad- 
drefs s '. 

Upon Occafions of public Importance, not connedied indeed

In fupport of feveral of the Statements which Your Committee 
have thought it neceffiary to make upon this Occafion, and for 
Illuftration of the feveral Plans of Diftfibution which they have 
propofed for the Public, the Local, and the Private Adis, They 
have fet forth by way of Appendix to this Report, the prin- 
cipal Documents which have come under Their Confideration : And 
fhould the Range of their Inquiries appear to have been large,
